Robert  Volk,  Jr.  moved  and  it  was  so  voted  that 
amounts  be  appropriated  for  all  items  not  set  aside  for 
further  discussion. 

ARTICLE  3.  William  P.  Fowler  moved,  and  it  was 
so  voted,  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen,  be  authorized  to  borrow  money  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  4.  William  P.  Fowler  moved  to  amend 
the  Article  to  read:  Three  weeks  notice  of  time  and 
place  of  sale  be  published  in  the  Hampton  Union,  and 
Portsmouth  Herald,  and  abutting  property  owners  of 
property  offered  for  sale  be  notified  by  certified  mail 
at  least  two  weeks  before  the  sale."  It  was  so  voted. 

ARTICLE  5.  Maurice  E.  Kierstead  spoke  in  favor 
of  this  article  stating  the  record  cards  needed  up-dating 
now. 

Sumner  Claverie  Chairman  of  the  Budget  Committee, 
said  the  committee  did  not  recommend  the  article  be- 
cause they  felt  the  amount  of  $6,000  was  not  adequate 
to  do  the  job  thoroughly.

($53,000.00)  Dollars  for  the  construction  and  equipping 
of  a  new  f irehouse  and  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  truck 
(pumper)  through  the  issuance  of  notes  upon  the  credit 
of  the  Town,  for  all  or  any  portion  of  the  sum  so  raised, 
and  further  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  negotiate,  and  to  issue  such  notes,  and  affix  the  rate 
of  interest  and  all  the  terms  thereof,  to  take  such  other 
action  as  may  be  required  to  effectuate  the  purpose  of 
this  vote  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Muni- 
cipal Finance  Act,  RSA  Chapter  33,  and  any  amend- 
ments relating  thereof.  It  was  seconded. 

William  P.  Fowler: —  In  view  of  the  passage  of  both 
Article  VI  and  VII,  move  that  for  the  purpose  of  the 
record,  it  be  recorded  as  the  intention  of  this  meeting 
that  the  $53,000.00  voted  to  be  raised  under  Article  VII 
be  applied  as  part  of  the  total  of  $103,000.00  voted  to  be 
raised  and  appropriated  under  Article  VI,  the  balance 
thereof  to  be  paid  for  from  the  $50,000.00  of  Capital 
reserve  funds  voted  to  be  transferred  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  Article  VI.  It  was  seconded. 
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Harrison  Dalton  asked  for  a  Yes  and  No  ballot,  it  was 
so  voted. 

Total  votes  cast:  355. 

Yes:     271  No:     84.     It  was  carried. 

Maurice  E.  Kierstead  moved  and  it  was  so  voted  to 
pass  over  Articles  VIII  and  IX  as  they  are  obsolete  after 
the  passage  of  Article  VI  and  VII. 

ARTICLE  10.  George  Ajemian  moved  the  Article 
be  accepted  as  read.  It  was  not  a  vote. 

ARTICLE  11.  It  was  voted  to  make  the  change  in 
the  name  of  Locke  Road  to  Old  Locke  Road. 

ARTICLE  12.     This  article  appeared  on  the  ballot. 

ARTICLE  13.  Harlan  Carter  made  a  motion  to  have 
valuation  of  properties  published  next  year,  the  money 
to  come  out  of  General  Expense  Funds.  It  was  so  voted. 

William  P.  Fowler  made  the  motion  to  insert  the 
assessment  for  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  in  next 
year's  report.  It  was  so  voted. 

Sumner  Claverie  made  a  motion  that  the$76,000.00 
and  $27,000.00  now  be  incorporated  in  the  original  bud- 
get as  read-  It  was  a  vote. 

Curtis  Marston  made  a  motion  to  have  the  building 
Committee  held  over  for  the  ensuing  year.  It  was  voted. 

Curtis  Marston  felt  a  committee  to  purchase  the  new 
fire  equipment  should  be  appointed.  The  chairman  of 
the  Selectmen,  Curtis  Marston,  Wilbur  Perkins  and 
Bruce  Dow  were  appointed. 
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David  Chevalier  asked  that  the  prospects  of  bringing 
business  into  be  Town  be  looked  into. 

Donald  Dargue  moved,  and  it  was  so  voted  that  the 
1967  Town  Meeting  be  dissolved. 

Meeting  dissolved  at  10:30  p.m.

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Report  of  Library  Trustees 

Many  gifts  of  books  and  magazines  are  given  to  the 
library  each  year.  Outstanding  are  memorial  gifts  and 
books  for  special  collections.  This  makes  it  possible  to 
cover  a  wider  range  of  subjects  with  the  book  budget 
and  is  greatly  appreciated  by  the  librarian  and  trus- 
tees. 

An  adding  machine,  donated  by  the  North  Hamp- 
ton Associates,  has  proven  very  useful. 

During  the  past  year  the  floors  were  sanded,  new 
lighting  fixtures  were  installed  in  the  stack  room  and  a 
few  shelves  were  added  to  the  children's  room.  The 
heating  in  the  basement  room  was  improved  as  it  has 
become  necessary  to  use  it  more  and  more  for  working 
and  storing  books,  conditions  being  so  crowded  on  the 
main  floor. 

A  telephone  is  a  new  service  which  makes  it  possible 
to  fill  special  requests  more  quickly. 

The  "Friends  of  the  Library"  held  their  monthly 
work-meetings.  The  children's  chairs  they  bought  were 
used  throughout  the  year  for  story  hours  and  movie 
programs.  They  sold  Zip  Code  books  and  will  use  the 
profits  for  carpets  to  protect  the  newly  finished  floors. 
Their  new  bulletin  board  in  the  entry  provides  notices 
of  programs  and  exhibits  in  museums  and  art  galleries 
as  well  as  tours  sponsored  by  the  Friends. 

To  observe  National  Library  Week  the  Friends  spon- 
sored a  program  of  book  reviews  with  Marion  Rudkin, 
an  evening  program  in  the  Town  Hall  concerning  the 
evidence  for  U  F  O's,  a  morning  Coffee  and  a  movie  and 
story  program  for  kindergarten  children.  Pupils  of  all 
grades  produced  an  exhibit  of  story-book  characters 
which  showed  originality  and  talent.  A  cross-word  puz- 
zle, based  on  facts  about  New  Hampshire,  was  used  as 
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a  contest  for  children  of  the  4th,  5th  and  6th  grades. 
The  winners  were  taken  on  a  tour  of  Strawbery  Banke 
when  the  Friends  made  their  third  annual  visit. 

During  the  summer  an  ambitious  program  was  ini- 
tiated which  it  is  hoped  will  be  an  annual  event.  A 
Strawberry  Festival  and  Country  Auction  was  held  to 
establish  a  building  fund.  Much  credit  is  due  Mr.  Her- 
bert Dyer,  auctioneer,  the  VFW  for  the  use  of  their  hall 
and  our  many  friends  who  made  donations  and  worked 
on  the  sale.  A  recent  gift  of  $25.63  from  a  former  Civic 
Committee  and  other  gifts  have  resulted  in  a  total  of 
$377.83  for  the  fund  thus  far. 

Trustees  attended  all  book-selection  meetings  held 
in  the  district,  the  N.H.  Trustees'  Association's  Annual 
Meeting  and  a  district  meeting  on  school-library  co-or- 
dination. 

The  Trustees  have  been  visiting  libraries  and  study- 
ing available  material  on  library  buildings.  They  urge 
the  voters  to  approve  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  a 
new  library.

The  many  gifts  of  books  and  magazines  to  the  library 
during  1967  have  been  gratefully  received  and  very 
much  appreciated.  The  one  hundred  dollars  State  Aid 
gift  for  reference  material,  under  the  Statewide  Library 
Development  system,  enables  us  to  increase  our  refer- 
ence collection  more  easily. 

The  librarians,  Roberta  Craig  and  Carol  Grant,  at- 
tended all  Southeast  District  Advisory  Council  Meet- 
ings, and  represented  the  library  at  the  Book  Selection 
Meetings.  I  feel  that  these  meetings  are  very  beneficial, 
as  there  is  a  program  relating  to  library  work,  at  each 
meeting,,  plus  the  regular  book  reviews.  The  New 
Hampshire  Library  Council  Meeting  held  in  Bedford, 
N.H.  in  October,  a  combination  of  several  different  li- 
brary organizations,  proved  very  successful,  and  I  am 
sure  will  be  held  again.

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NORTH   HAMPTON  POLICE   DEPARTMENT 

North  Hampton,  N.H. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  been  fortunate  to  have 
an  advanced  training  school  for  policemen  started  by 
the  Sheriff's  Department  in  Rockingham  County.  Our 
regular  and  special  police  officers  have  attended  and 
completed  the  35  week  course.  The  officers  attended 
school  on  their  off-duty  time,  evenings,  with  no  ex- 
pense to  the  town. 

In  view  of  recent  court  decisions  and  other  rulings 
handicapping  police  officers  in  their  performance  of 
duty,  it  is  necessary  to  have  well-trained  and  profession- 
al police  officers. 

At  present,  we  do  not  have  a  serious  narcotic  and  drug 
abuse  problem,  however,  we  do  know  narcotics  and 
drugs  are  available  in  the  area  and  hope  to  be  prepared 
in  the  event  it  does  increase  in  our  town.  It  is  my  in- 
tention, early  in  1968,  to  send  a  member  of  this  depart- 
ment to  Washington  for  training  in  the  handling  of  this 
abuse.  I  feel  the  most  essential  deterrent  to  narcotic 
use  and  drug  addiction  is  to  educate  the  young  people 
who  are  susceptible  to  its  use.  It  will  also  be  necessary 
for  the  parents  to  become  familiar  with  the  symptoms 
of  a  child  using  excessive  drugs  and  take  steps,  through 
police  channels,  to  curtail  it.

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FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
Report  of  1967 

The  Fire  Department  was  called  out  39  times  for  as- 
sistance throughout  the  year.  Accidents  and  careless- 
ness are  the  most  prominent  cause  for  fire.  Smoking  in 
bed  is  considered  to  be  one  of  the  major  c  a  u  s  es  for 
deaths  and  destruction  throughout  the  country. 

Through  Mutual  Aid  the  department  was  called  to 
Seabrook,  Rye,  Greenland  and  Exeter.  We  received 
Mutual  Aid  from  Rye,  Exeter  and  Hampton. 

The  weather  conditions  during  1967  were  very  favor- 
able for  the  Fire  Service  to  keep  the  burning  index  to 
a  minimum  during  the  year.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind 
that  a  permit,  issued  from  the  Fire  Department,  is  re- 
quired before  any  outdoor  burning  is  allowed. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  of  1967  it  was  voted  to  build 
a  new  Fire  Station  and  to  purchase  a  new  piece  of  Fire 
Apparatus. 

The  Building  Committee  and  a  representative  of  the 
Maurice  E.  Witmer  Firm,  Architects  of  Portsmouth, 
N.H.  met  and  advertised  for  bids  on  building  a  new  sta- 
tion. Upon  receiving  and  opening  the  bids  it  was  found 
that  the  lowest  bidder,  Mr.  Wm.  Carter,  was  $12,000.00 
over  the  alloted  money. 

The  Building  Committee  then  met  with  the  architect 
and  Mr.  Carter  several  times  and  through  some  changes 
of  design  and  negotiating  with  Mr.  Carter  were  able  to 
build  the  Station  within  the  alloted  money.  It  is  my 
feeling  that  Mr.  Carter  has  built  a  building  of  quality 
and  workmanship  that  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  can 
be  very  proud  of  now  and  in  years  to  come. 

The  Fire  Department  plans  to  occupy  the  building  by 
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Feb.  1st,  1968.  Through  the  combined  efforts  of  the  Fire 
Department,  and  Auxiliary  and  other  individuals  over 
$1,000  worth  of  items  have  been  donated  to  complete 
the  furnishing-  of  the  new  station. 

The  committee  appointed  to  purchase  a  new  custom 
piece  of  Fire  apparatus  as  approved  by  the  1967  Town 
Meeting  advertised  and  received  several  bids.  After 
careful  consideration  was  given  to  each  bid  the  com- 
mittee voted  unanimously  to  award  the  contract  to 
Mack  Trucks  Inc.  for  a  Mack  Diesel  750  gallon  pumper 
with  a  500  gallon  booster  tank  with  a  2000  ft.  hose  body 
for  the  sum  of  $27,000.00 

As  of  this  report,  due  to  a  strike  by  a  major  manu- 
facturing company  of  valves  etc,  the  delivery  date  has 
been  delayed  from  Dec.  1967  to  March  1968. 

A  combined  dedication  for  the  new  Fire  Station  and 
Apparatus  is  being  planned  for  early  Spring.  As  Fire 
Chief  I  extend  an  invitation  to  all  the  townspeople  to  at- 
tend this  event.

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CIVIL  DEFENSE  REPORT 

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen 

Gentlemen : 

The  past  year  has  seen  some  improvements  to  the 
CD  emergency  generator  and  the  CD  warning  system. 

Due  to  the  problems  of  gasoline  storage  and  cold 
weather  starting,  the  generator  was  converted  to  run 
on  LPG  (bottled  gas).  The  engine  will  start  instantly 
in  cold  weather  and  is  more  economical  to  operate  with 
LPG  than  with  gasoline.  Spark  plugs  will  last  indefinite- 
ly and  oil  changes  are  not  necessary  with  LPG.  The  gen- 
erator should  give  many  years  of  trouble  free  service 
due  to  the  conversion.  The  generator  was  moved  to  a 
small  building  at  the  rear  of  the  new  Fire  Station  and 
the  conversion  was  made  at  that  time. 

With  the  construction  of  the  new  Fire  Station  it  was 
also  necessary  to  move  the  CD  warning  system.  A 
spare  horn  was  added  to  the  warning  system  while  the 
system  was  being  moved.  All  valves  are  now  in  the 
hose  tower  of  the  Fire  Station  and  are  now  not  subject 
to  freezing  as  in  the  past. 

I  feel  the  improvements  to  the  generator  and  warn- 
ing system  were  necessary  and  will  prove  to  be  worth- 
while.

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REPORT  OF  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Comprehensive  Plan  was  completed  and  accepted 
by  the  Planning  Board  during  the  summer  of  1967. 
Copies  of  the  plan  were  placed  in  the  Library  and  are 
available  for  circulation. 

During  1967,  the  Planning  Board  approved  for  re- 
cording several  plats,  where  an  existing  lot  was  divided 
into  one  or  more  lots.  Two  public  hearings  were  held, 
one  for  a  subdivision,  and  one  where  permission  was 
sought  to  erect  a  dwelling  on  a  lot  without  the  required 
frontage  of  135  feet  on  an  existing  road.  This  last  re- 
quest was  not  approved.  The  subdivision  application 
awaits  approval  based  on  further  developments. 

In  the  fall  of  1967,  the  Planning  Board  considered  the 
matter  of  zoning.  The  Board  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  whole  ordinance  needed  revamping  in  order 
to  have  adequate  regulations  governing  land  usage. 
Accordingly,  the  Board  recommended  to  the  Selectmen, 
that  the  Zoning  Ordinance  be  revised  and  presented  to 
the  voters  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  1968. 

In  1968,  the  Planning  Board  will  update  subdivision 
regulations  according  to  Recommendations  made  by 
the  planning  consultants,  as  set  forth  in  the  Compre- 
hensive Plan  for  the  Town. 

It  is  the  object  of  the  Board  to  suggest  from  time  to 
time  to  the  appropriate  Town  Officials,  what  we  con- 
sider to  be  necessary  legislation  to  improve  the  general 
well  being  of  the  community.

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1967  Annual  Report  of  the 
North   Hampton  Conservation   Commission 

In  compliance  with  R.S.Z.  36-A:2  the  commission 
submits  the  following'  report  to  the  voters  of  the  town 
of  North  Hampton. 

During  calendar  year  1967  the  commission  met 
monthly  with  the  exception  of  the  summer  months. 
On  occasion  the  commission  was  fortunate  to  have 
guest  speakers  relative  to  its  projects  or  projected 
plans  and  aims. 

Accomplishments  to  date  include  the  following: 

1.  Establishment  of  interest  of  biological  mos- 
quito control  through  the  purchase  of  Purple 
Martin  houses  by  many  members  of  the  com- 
munity. The  Purple  Martin  is  a  natural  pred- 
ator of  the  mosquito  and  the  establishment  of 
their  communities  in  various  cities  and  towns 
has  been  very  effective.  The  success  of  such 
a  project  is  proportional  to  the  number  of 
houses  that  are  available.  It  is  therefore  hoped 
and  recommended  that  the  town  and  towns- 
people will  take  action  to  secure  more  Purple 
Martin  housing  communities.  Details  on  a 
special  purchase  price  for  these  houses  may 
be  obtained  from  any  commission  member. 

2.  The  first  annual  clean  up  day  was  held  in  con- 
junction with  the  Governors  state  wide  clean 
up  campaign  in  late  spring.  The  tremendous 
success  of  this  undertaking  lies  with  coopera- 
tion received  from  the  various  civic  and  youth 
groups  of  North  Hampton.  Younger  helpers  on 
this  drive  were  continually  amazed  at  the 
variety  of  refuse  thrown  from  cars  by  their 
elders.   A   special  thanks  to   Dick  Batchelder 
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who  put  his  crew  and  trucks  at  our  disposal.  If 
success  can  be  measured  in  terms  of  litter, 
eight  dump  truck  loads  were  taken  to  the 
dump.  The  first  Saturday  in  May  1968  the 
commission  will  direct  its  second  annual  clean 
up  day. 

3.  The  North  Hampton  Conservation  Commis- 
sion was  represented  at  the  hearing  relative 
to  the  use  of  the  Hampton  marshes  by  Mrs. 
Grace  McCabe,  Mrs.  Livonia  Knowles,  and 
Mrs.  Gertrude  Lamprey. 

4.  A  summary  of  our  1966  efforts  is  contained 
in  the  "Conservation  Commission  News"  pub- 
lished by  the  Society  For  the  Protection  of 
New  Hampshire  Forests. 

In  conclussion,  we  feel  that  1967  was  a  successful 
year  and  look  forward  in  1968  to  achieving  other  long 
range  plans.

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6-  Mrs.  Jane  Palmer  made  the  motion  that  the 
District  accept  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mitttees  or  Officers  as  they  appear  in  the  printed 
Annual  Report.

for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the 
District.  -  Seconded  ,  Hand  vote  -  passed  as 
read. 

9.  Mrs.  Jane  Palmer  of  the  School  Board  intro- 
duced new  Superintendent  of  Schools,  Paul 
O'Neil;  Business  Administrator,  George  Cass 
and  E.  Russell  Raymond,  Principal  of  the  North 
Hampton  Elementary  School. 

Mr.  Maurice  Kierstead  asked  about  the  Coopera- 
tive Elementary  School  Committee.  Mrs.  Palmer 
Stated  that  this  is  being  worked  on  and  that 
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articles  will  be  brought  before  the  voters  at  next 
year's  School  District  Meeting. 

A  rising  vote  of  thanks  was  given  to  the  School  Board 
when  Mr.  Claverie  of  the  Budget  Committee  stated  that 
they  had  voted  to  work  without  compensation. 

No  further  business. 

The  Moderator  accepted  a  motion  from  the  floor  that 
the  meeting  be  adjourned  -  seconded  -  hand  vote  -  pass- 
ed.

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Report    of    the 
Superintent    of    Schools 

To  the  Members  of  the  North  Hampton 
School  Board: 

I  respectfully  submit  to  you  my  second  annual  report 
as  superintendent  of  schools  in  the  North  Hampton 
School  District. 

One  of  the  most  complex  tasks  facing  any  educator 
in  today's  world  is  that  of  attempting  to  cope  with 
change.  The  changes  are  coming  at  us  with  such  rapid- 
ity that  it  is  difficult  to  understand  change  let  alone  try 
to  conrol  it. 

One  significant  change  and  one  which  all  of  us  defini- 
tely understands  clearly  is  the  mushrooming  size  and 
complexity  of  the  education  enterprise.  Nationwide 
the  facts  are  staggering.  This  Fall,  for  instance,  there 
were  57  million  children  and  youth  in  school.  This  is 
over  one-fourth  of  the  population  of  the  United  States ! 
Over  44  million  were  in  public  elementary  and  second- 
ary schools,  and,  even  more  startling,  the  annual  in- 
crease since  1960  has  exceeded  one  million  every  year. 

Certainly  these  facts  will  cause  some  eyebrows  to 
stretch  upward.  The  various  and  several  ramifications 
of  these  statistics  poses  many  a  problem  across  the  land 
especially  to  those  closely  related  to  the  educational 
arena.  What  are  some  of  the  implications  one  might 
ask? 

I.     Children  now  come  to  school  younger  and  stay 
longer  than  ever  before  in  history. 
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2.  The  educational  level  of  achievement  has  shown 
a  sharp  and  unmatched  jump  forward,  from  8^ 
years  in  1940  to  an  increase  of  12  years  in  1970, 
it  is  estimated. 

3.  Giant  strides  in  school  district  reorganization 
have  been  accomplished.  Recent  figures  show 
that  the  nation  has  consolidated  its  127,244  school 
districts  into  23,000  in  a  short  30  years.  It  should 
be  pointed  out  here  that  this  consolidation  was 
done  NOT  to  save  money  but  to  EDUCATE  better 
and  more  effectively. 

4.  We  must  be  careful  that  bureaucracy  does  not 
hamper  our  creativity  in  education.  The  mere 
fact  that  we  are  so  big  should  not  dampen  a 
teacher"s  willingness  to  try  out  new  methods  and 
techniques,  study  research  findings,  and  to  pat- 
tern their  methods  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  local 
student. 

5.  School  facilities  are  not  keeping  pace  with  the 
surging  enrollment. 

6.  Fewer  and  fewer  of  the  brighter  college  gradu- 
ates are  entering  the  teaching  profession  for 
several  reasons  chief  of  which  is  the  salary  being 
offered,  although  the  salary  structure  is  showing 
marked  improvement. 

7.  There  is  a  growing  militancy  amongst  the 
teacher  group.  They  are  being  better  trained  at 
the  negotiation  process  than  are  the  administra- 
tors and  school  board  members.  Teachers  are  con- 
cerned with  over-sized  classes,  duty-free  lunch 
periods,  fringe  benefits  equal  to  those  being  paid 
other  town  employees,  to  mention  a  few. 

8.  Education  costs  money.  Public  expenditures  for 
education  at  all  levels  now  approximates  fifty  bil- 
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lion  dollars  per  year.  In  1955  these  expenditures 
were  approximately  eighteen  billion.

I  must  salute  the  classroom  teachers  for  their  ef- 
forts from  day  to  day  on  behalf  of  the  children  they 
serve.  A  good  school  system  is  dependent  upon  the 
quality  of  its  teachers. 

Adequate  salary  schedules  for  classroom  teachers 
have  been  the  topic  of  considerable  concern  by  school 
board  members.  The  teacher  group  itself  has  met  with 
the  board  on  numerous  occasions  to  negotiate  for  their 
fair  share.  This  is  a  serious  matter  and  should  not  be 
thought  of  lightly.  New  Hampshire  is  in  the  midst  of  an 
acute  teacher  shortage.  It  is  most  difficult  to  find 
qualified  staff  members  willing  to  teach  in  our  com- 
munities at  the  present  salaries  being  paid.  We  are 
geographically  situated  in  a  difficult  area  with  the 
higher  paid  positions  just  a  few  miles  over  the  border. 
In  order  to  keep  the  staff  we  have  at  present  there 
must  be  a  major  upward  adjustment  made  and  this  will 
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be  the  year  for  it.  North  Hampton  does  not  stand  unique 
in  this  dilemma  for  this  same  problem  is  being  dealt 
with  all  across  the  state.  Within  a  week  or  so  there  will 
be  a  full-scale  investigation  of  educational  problems 
existent  in  this  state.  Of  course,  you  and  I  realize  the 
crux  of  the  problem  is  money  and  where  it  comes  from. 
Local  communities  in  New  Hampshire  are  now  sup- 
porting education  at  the  highest  percentage  rate  in  the 
nation,  while  state  support  leaves  much  to  be  desired. 
In  the  latest  ranking,  New  Hampshire  is  49th  in  the 
nation  when  one  looks  at  state  support  for  public 
schools.  The  local  New  Hampshire  communities  con- 
tribute 84.3%  toward  the  cost  of  education.  This  is  the 
highest  in  the  United  States.  It  will  be  unfortunate  but 
inevitable  for  some  communities  in  this  state  who  will 
choose  not  to  deal  with  the  teachers  equitably.  Time 
alone  will  tell. 

1967  has  been  an  active  year  in  studying  the  school 
curriculum.  This  will  be  the  case  for  many  years  to 
come  since  there  are  so  many  changes  taking  place  with 
unbelievable  rapidity.  Many  of  these  changes  are  find- 
ing their  way  into  classrooms  via  teaching  methods, 
techniques,  skills  and  procedures.  It  is  commendable 
that  study  groups  first  are  able  to  define  problems; 
secondly  that  they  strive  to  arrive  at  solutions.  Curri- 
culum study  takes  place  after  the  children  are  dismissed. 
Some  of  it  takes  place  into  the  late  evening  hours.  Sev- 
eral school  systems  put  teachers  to  work  during  the 
summer  months  to  accomplish  this  task. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  among  other  things 
my  duties  take  me  to  classrooms  observing  teachers 
and  children  busily  engaged  in  the  teaching-learning 
process.  It  is  rewarding  indeed  to  be  present  to  witness 
a  child  who,  after  a  failure  or  two,  finally  reports 
that  he  has  "caught  on"  to  some  important  skill.  Equally 
rewarding  to  me  is  to  observe  effective  teaching.  I  find 
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that  we  have  teachers  who  show  interest  in  wanting  to 
improve  their  instructional  methods. 

In  conclusion  may  I  add  that  my  association  with 
the  North  Hampton  school  has  been  most  rewarding  to 
me.  I  am  pleased  to  be  playing  a  part  in  shaping  your 
educational  system.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  School 
Board  of  North  Hampton 

I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  the  school 
Health  Program  in  North  Hampton  for  the  School 
year  1966-67. 

The  school  health  program  refers  to  all  aspects  of 
the  program  that  affect  the  health  of  the  school  popu- 
lation. It  is  usually  considered  to  embody  three  main 
aspects:  (1)  health  services,  (2)  health  education, 
(3)  healthful  school  living.  Health  services  would  be 
that  part  of  the  program  which  include  screening  for 
vision,  hearing,  dental,  and  other  defects.  Also  in- 
cluded are  health  examinations  by  the  school  physician 
and  the  follow-up  of  these  examinations  by  the  nurse 
and  assistance  in  plans  for  the  correction  of  defects. 
Control  of  communicable  diseases  and  emergency  care 
of  the  sick  and  the  injured  are  a  part  of  the  health 
services. 

School  health  education  is  that  part  of  the  program 
which  provides  teaching  and  learning  experiences  and 
activities  for  the  purpose  of  favorably  influencing  know- 
ledge, habits,  attitude,,  and  conduct  pertaining  to  in- 
dividual and  group  health.  The  school  nurse  is  available 
as  a  resource  person  to  assist  the  teachers  in  the  use 
of  health  materials,  to  assist  in  the  planning  and  organ- 
ization of  health  education  classes  and  to  provide  for 
individual  health  guidance  as  well  as  teaching  some 
units. 

Healthful  school  living  is  a  term  used  to  describe  the 
school  environment.  It  includes  such  factors  as  the 
emotional  climate  of  the  school  and  its  effects  upon  the 
mental  health  of  the  pupils.  It  is  also  concerned  with 
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drinking  fountains,   washing"  facilities,   prevention   of 
accidents  and  safety  on  the  playground. 

Routine  procedures  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
include  the  following: 

All  pupils  in  all  grades  were  weighed,  measured, 
and  had  vision  and  hearing  tests.  Inspections 
of  teeth,  hair,  posture  and  general  cleanliness  were  done 
on  all  pupils.  Sixteen  visual  defects  were  found  and 
corrected.  Five  hearing  problems  were  found  and  cor- 
rected. Urine  tests  for  sugar  and  albumin  were  done  in 
grades  one,  four  and  seven. 

Dr.  Sidney  Baker,  school  physician  was  assisted  by 
Dr.  Hugo  Hochschild  in  doing  physical  examinations. 
Pupils  in  grades  one,  four,  and  seven  and  all  boys  part- 
icipating in  sports  received  examinations.  One  hundred 
ninety-six  students  received  physical  examinations. 

Tuberculin  tests  or  chest  X-rays  were  administered 
to  all  school  personnel.  Pupils  in  grades  one,  four  and 
seven  received  tuberculin  tests.  A  total  of  233  tests 
were  administered. 

The  Speech  Clinic  under  the  direction  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Rehabilitation  Center  was  held  weekly.  Seventy- 
six  pupils  were  evaluated  and  of  these  twenty-two  re- 
ceived therapy. 

Medical  self-help  classes  were  held  in  the  eighth 
grade.  Forty-two  students  participated  in  the  course. 
A  First  Aid  program  was  started  in  the  sixth  grade. 
There  were  sixty  pupils  participating  in  this  course. 
Other  classes  in  health  education  were  held  at  various 
grade  levels  in  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the  class- 
room teachers.  Some  of  the  subjects  covered  were  nu- 
trition, personal  hygiene,  dental  health,  human  growth, 
safety,  and  good  grooming. 
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The  administration  of  first  aid  to  the  students  takes 
up  a  great  deal  of  time  during  the  school  day.  A  total 
of  1,165  first  aid  procedures  were  administered  during 
the  school  year. 

Pre-school  Registration  day  was  held  on  May  19, 1967. 
Fifty-four  children  registered  on  that  day.  Each  child 
was  weighed,  measured,  had  vision  and  hearing  checked, 
was  evaluated  for  speech  defects  and  had  a  dental  ex- 
amination. 

A  total  of  356  home  contacts  were  made  by  me  during 
the  year.

COOPERATIVE   PLANNING   BOARD  — 

SUPERVISORY  UNION  NO.  21 

At  the  March  1965  meeting,  the  School  Districts  of 
Hampton,  North  Hampton  and  Hampton  Falls  each  voted 
to  create  a  Cooperative  Planning  Board.  The  Board, 
composed  of  three  members  from  each  Town,  has  sub- 
mitted progress  reports  to  the  1966  and  1967  District 
Meetings. 

A  list  of  recommendations  were  prepared  during  1965, 
and  a  summary  submitted  to  the  1966  District  Meetings. 

A  cooperative  school  system  from  Kindergarten 
through  Eighth  Grade  was  studied  by  three  committees 
as  a  means  to  accomplish  the  recommended  changes. 

To  summarize  the  work  of  the  Committee  to  prepare 
this  final  report,  a  review  was  made  of  the  many  changes 
in  the  schools  since  March  1965. 

It  was  encouraging  to  note  the  number  of  Board  re- 
commendations that  have  been  put  into  practice. 

This  was  made  possible  by  increased  cooperation 
between  the  School  Districts  of  the  three  Towns. 

One  of  the  main  objectives  of  the  Board  was  to  give 
all  the  students  equal  preparation  for  Winnacunnet 
High  School. 

Since  significant  progress  has  been  made  toward  this 
objective,  the  Board  does  not  feel  that  the  time  is  ap- 
propriate to  suggest  a  cooperative  school  system. 

If  progress  falters,  however,  considerable  groundwork 
has  been  done  to  give  a  future  planning  board  one 
solution  to  the  schools'  problems.
